Formnlities Parsoed In This Country
in Decinring War,

Many persons appear to think that the
president has power to declare war, but, of
conrse, that is not the case, The power to
(leclare war rests whnolly In the hands of
vongress under the provislon of the constl-
tution of the United Statex, which says:
“The congress shall have power to declare
war, grant letters of marque and reprisal,
and make rulee concernlng caplures aon land

und water."

Tha last deslaration of war by the Unlted
States was enacted by the American con-
urees In June, 1512, and was as follows:

An act declaring war between the United
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and
the dependencica thereof, and the United
States of America and their territories.

Be bt emactesd by the senate and house of
representatives of the United States of Am-
erica, In congress assembled, that war be
and the same s hereby declared to exist be-
tween the Unlted Kingdom of Great Britaln
and Ireland and the dependemcies thereof,
and the United States of America and thelr
tervitories; and that the president of the
United States (8 lhereby authorized to use
the whole land and naval foree of the United
States to oarry the same into effest, aml to
l#sue to private armed vessels of the United
States commissions or letters of marque and
gonoral reprisal, in guch form as he shall
think proper and unider the seal of the Unl
ted States, agalnst the vessela, gonds and
offocts of the government of the sald United
Kingdom of Great Britaln and Ireland and
the suhjects thereoal

Approved June 15, 1812
